12 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
13 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

9 (2 In order to receive this exemption, an individual WHO MEETS THE

11 from the Social Security Administration or the Railroad Retirement Board that the

12 individual receives disability [and] OR retirement benefits under the Social Security

13 Act or the Railroad Retirement Act.

14 3 In order to obtain this exemption, an individual WHO MEETS THE
15 REQUIREMENTS OF PARAGRAPH (1) OF THIS SUBSECTION, who was a federal

16 employee, and who does not receive disability [and] OR retirement benefits under the

17 Socia Security Act or the Railroad Retirement Act shall obtain certification from the

18 individual'sfederal retirement or pension authority of the employe€'s.

21 asdtringent asthe standard applied by the Social Security Act.
